Madden Is Elected. 
In the First congressional! district Martin 
B. Madden has been elected by 3,000 plu- 
tality. Geer, independent candidate against 
him, did not draw any alarming support, 
and returns indicate he has received 1.000 
votes. The democratic candidate, John 8. 
Oehmen, was not of a character to receive 
support which was centered on Martin Em- 
erich two years ago, when Madden was de- 
feated. 
Only two other Cook county districts could 
show much semblance of a contest. In the 
Sixth William Lorimer has been re#iected 
by 7,000 plurality. George P. Gubbins, his 
femocratic opponent, could not develop the 
full democratic strength which defeated 
Lorimer in 1900, and Arthur Gourley, the 
prohibition candidate, who opposed both 
Lorimer and Gubbins, did not secure the in- 
dependent vote necessary to defeat the reg- 
ular party candidate. 


; Mayor’s Brother Beaten. 
iin the Eighth district William Preston 
Harrison has lost by 4,000. His opposition in 
the democratic party was strong enough 
to turn the normal democratic plurality of 
the district. 

In the Twenty- second district Con 
W. A. Rodenberg has been victorious over 
J. Nick Perrin, his democratic opponent. 

Rodenberg had been foug™ bitterly by the 
Yates branch of the republican party and 
efforts of the state committee to patch up the 
@ifficulty were without avail. Perrin was 
popular throughout the district, being well 
known to the residents as a lecturer, and 
Rodenberg had made numerous enemies. 
With the irreconcilable Yates people fighting 
him it was a wonder he won in the contest. 

The other doubtful congressional district, 
the Twenty-fourth, was the scene of a catch 
as catch can struggle between Congressman 
Bob Williams, democratic candidate for 
reéiection, and Pleasant T. Chapman, whom 
ne defeated two years ago. This race was 
anybody's until the last moment. The indi- 
cations now are that Chapman has won 
A safe plurality. 

Close Senatorial Fights. 

The senatorial contest was confined to 
about ten close districts. Cook county gives 
three republican senators. From the Cook 
county districts there will be thirty-three 
republican representatives and twenty-four 
democratic 


In some instances contests in the outside 
Gistricts bad been caused by interparty 
strife. The Yates-Cullom fight was accounta- 
ble for considerable knifing of party candi- 
dates. In at least three districts this con- 
tention was so bitter as to endanger nomi- 
nees who should have been elected without 
great difficulty. 

In other cases the contest was between 
the regular party nominees and independents 
who sought to rally support against ma- 
thine”"’ methods and candidates. In few 
gistricts was there a straight out and out 
fight between republican and democratic 
nominees.

i Redistricting cost the two parties about 

@qually in the matter of senators. 

In the Twelfth district Senator John C. 
McKenzie, republican, had faced some oppo- 
sition because of the fact that the friends 
of the local option bill held him responsible, 
as temporary chairman of the senate, for the 
failure of the bill to reach a hearing. This 
trouble was bridged over by the state com- 
mittee and McKenzie has been re#lected by 
large plurality. 

Senator H. H. Evans in the Fourteenth dis- 
trict was reélected in spite of prohibition op- 
position, which has centered on D. W. Will- 
son, his democratic opponent, as the man 
with whom they might defeat him. Evans 
will go to the senate with 3,000 plurality. 


One Cullom Fight Lost. 


In the Eighteenth senatorial! district State 
Senator Putnam has defeated the Cullom 
crowd, which went out after him vicious- 
The district is close normally, and 
the fact that it was republican in two preced- 
‘ng presidential elections had been attributed 
d the gold democrat vote. Putnam faced a 

fairly united democratic party with his own 
broken into factions, but seems to have won. 

In the Twenty-eighth district James A. 
Henson, a labor man, nominated for the sen- 
ate by the republicans, had a hot fight and 
was elected. The democrats had cen- 
tered all the fight on him. James M. 
Gray, the ‘democratic nominee for the 
house, had prevented a second nomination 
being made and the entire democratic 
Strength concentrated on Donald Danken, 

candidate for the senate against Henson. 

The latter represented a pledge made during 

the Hamlin-Warner primary fight, and con- 

servative republicans have insisted that Ar- 
mur Gallagher should have been given the 
nomination instead of Henson. 


Stringer Carries Own Town. 


- This is Lawrence B. Stringer's own dis- 
trict, he having represented it in the senate, 
but its political coniplexion was changed by 
the reapportionment. Stringer carried his 
dyn town of Lincoln and his county of Lo- 
by 200. 

The Thirtieth district shows a republican 
loss of a senator due to redistricting. George 
W. Cuntingham, democratic candidate, was 

ed over J. Paul Moore, the republican.

Albertson of Tazewell, but the reapportion- 
ment left it without a republican county. 

Sherman's district, the Thirty-second, sends 
O. F. Berry to the senate and two members 
to the house. 

In the Thirty-fourth district State Senator 
C. Pemberton won in a close contest with

© Gemocrats were after the district to get 

an additional senator and representative, but 
the indications are they have lost. 

The republican hope to elect Thomas D. 
Bare to the senate from the Thirty-sixth dis- 
trict over John A. Steinbach was dashed to 
the ground. Bare is a member of the Typo- 
graphical union, and as Quincy, the big town

W. O. Wallace, democratic candidate for 
the senate in the Fortieth district, seems to 
be defeated, although the district is close. He 
ran against George D. Chafee, a republican 
nominee, who was expected by the republic- 
ans to pull through a democratic district be- 
cause of the unpopularity of Wallace. 


Prohibitionist Is Defeated. 


Alonso E. Wilson, the prohibition candi- 
date, who was making an energetic campaign 
in the Forty-firet district for election to the 
hous, was de eated. He faced repub- 
lican pluralities too heavy to be over- 


come. 

In the Forty-second district the republi- 
cans lost a senator, J. O. Koch, who was 
elected four years ago, having withdrawn 
from the ticket, leaving the contest to 
Charies E. Hull, democ candidate elect- 
ed, and D. R. Bebout, the prohibition nom- 


mee. 

It is evident in the Forty-fifth district that 
the Yates men retaliated on the Cullom fac- 
Tion by knifing the legislative ticket. The 
ticket is in doubt, but the republicans seem 
to have elected two members of the house. 

In the Forty-fourth and Forty-sixth dis- 
tricts the republicans had hoped to gain sen- 
ators.@ The returns show that in the former 
David Huggins, democrat, has been defeated 
by R. J. Mclivain, and in the latter Charles 
A. Davidson, democrat, by J. L. Houser. The 
giieged unpopularity of the democratic can- 
Aidates in both districts gave rise to the re- 
publican expectations and success. 

Yates opposition to a senatorial ticket also 
made a fight for the republicans in the Forty- 
ninth district. W. E. Trautman and Fred 
Keck, his running mate, seem to have pulled 
through.

VICTORY IN WEST 


~~ TOLD OFFICIALLY. 


We have now received reports from every 
state in the west, and they confirm the earlier 
prediction that the republicans have carried 
“every western state. Some of the reports are 
meager, but show republican gains which in 
our judgment Insure the result. There are 
ho doubtful states. In nearly every case the 
majorities are unprecedented. It is a land- 
slide, which carries with it the state tickets 
which were endangered by local contests or 
state issues. 

Ciose congressional districts have likewise 
| benefited, and while we have no definite fig- 
ures there will be a large net gain in the mem- 
bership of the lower house. The states of 
Montana, Nevada, Colorado; Idaho, and 
Utah, which have at various stages of the 
campaign been called doubtful, are all safely 
republican. Indiana probably will give 
Roosevelt 50,000 majority, and will carry the 
state ticket and the legislature by large 
majorities. The republican state ticket has 
undoubtedly been elected in Wisconsin and 
probably in Colorado, where the hardest 
fight was made. 

‘Michigan elects a solid congressional dele- 
gation, the entire state ticket, and the presi- 
dential ticket by over 100,000. In Minnesota, 
where there was a bitter fight on the state 
ticket, the republicans were successful, and 
the national ticket will have over 75,000 ma- 
jority. California’s 75,000 majority for the 
national ticket carries with it a solid con- 
sressional delegation, the state ticket: and 
the legislature. Illinois will give over 200,000 
for the national and state tickets, with a gain 
of at least three congressmen. Ohio is cer- 
tain to give the largest majority ever re- 
corded in the state, which will not be under 
120,000. Missouri shows surprising republican 
gains and is in doubt at this hour.

VOTE IN COOK DISTRICTS: 


REPUBLICANS ELECT MAJORITY 
OF THE LAWMAKERS. 


All Three Senators and 34 ot the 57 
Members of Lower House—Of Suc- 
eessful Candidates 31 Had Indeorse- 
ment of Voters’ League and Eight 
een Were Condemned by It—Sharp- 
est Contests Roused by This Organ- 
ization. 


The republicans elected all three of the 
state senators chosen in Cook county yester- 
day, and thirty-four of the fifty-seven mem- 
bers of the lower house. The democrats se- 
cured twenty-three of the latter, but falled 
to get a senator. 

In the city the contests over the legislature 
aroused in the main but little interest. On 
account of the few candidates nominated 
the results were almost foregone conclusions, 
and in the greater excitement of a presiden- 
tial and gubernatorial eléction not much at- 
tention was paid to the senatorial districts. 

The most interest centered in the Fourth 

district, where Michael McInerney was the 
democratic nominee. This was a three cor- 
nered fight, Senator Butler running as an 
independent democrat and Patrick J. Mo- 
Shane being nominated by the republicans. 
Melnerney was defeated, strongly democrat- 
ic as the district usually is. 
In the Second and Sixth districts the elec- 
tion of Homer Galpin and William Brown, 
the respective republican candidates, would 
have been practically foregone conclusions, 
but = tremendous Republican majorities 
certain. 


| Elected All Nominees. 

In several of the districts the results as to 
members of the lower house might have been 
different had it not been for the republican 
landslide. It would have been possible also 
for the republicans to elect more members 
had they known the landslide was coming 
and nominated more candidates. As it was. 
every candidate named by the party for the 
lower house in Cook county was successful. 

An attempt had been made by the Legisla- 
tive Voters’ league to defeat Fred FEriekson 
in the Twenty-first district and Charles E. 
Erby in the Thirty-first by advocating the 
election of independent or prohibition candi- 
dates, but so heavy was the republican vote 
that it naturally carried with it all candi- 
dates on the ticket, whether for legislative 
or other offices. 

The only séats tn doubt after the returns 
began to come in were those of rival demo- 
crats in the Twenty-fifth and Twenty-ninth 
districts. In the Twenty-fifth the democrats 
had two candidates, Landmesser and Wilson, 
and they ran neck and neck for the minority 
place, with the Indications now that Land- 
messer has won. 

So in the Twenty-ninth there were two 
democrats, Holland and Sullivan, and it 
was also a close contest between them, with 
the indications that Holland is the victor. 
In both districts the republicans elected both 
of their candidates without trouble. 


Results of Voters’ League. 

All three of the state senators elected were 
indorsed by the Legislative Voters’ league. 
Of the fifty-seven members of the lower 
house chosen twenty-eight were indorsed by 
the league, eighteen condemned by it, and 


concerning eleven no reaommendation was 
made. 


It was in the Fourth district that the league 
won its most notable victory, In the defeat 
of Michael McInerney. The district was 
normally democratic, and Melnerney ex- 
pected a walkover, but between the repub- 
lican landslide and the opposition of the 
league he fell by the wayside, and Patrick 
J. McShane, his republican opponent, in- 
dorsed by the league, was elected. 

For members of the lower house it was im- 
possible to make much headway on account 
of the fact that it was a presidential year, 
when minor candidates received scant atten- 
tion, and the still more important one that 
neither party had nominated more candi- 
dates in all but two of the districts than they 
telt sure of electing. As between the can- 
didates whom it favored and those whom it 
opposed, however, a majority of the league's 
selections were successful. The full roster 
of the Cook county members of the next gen- 
eral assembly with the league's attitude to- 
ward them follows:

COMMENT ON PARKER’S DEFEAT. 


New York Democratic Newspapers Ex- 
plain the Defeat of Parker as 
They View It. 


New York, Nov. 9, 8 a. m.—[{Special. I The 
defeat of Alton B. Parker is accepted by the 
democratic newspapers of this city as having 
been a foregone conclusion. They have sev- 
eral explanations for democratic defeat, chief 
of which are that Parker did not command 
the respect of his party and that his party 
did not command thé respect of the people. 
The comment of the press follows: 
HEARST’S AMERICAN [Dem.}—Parker ts beaten, 
overwhelmingly beaten. The reasons for his de- 
feat are perfectly plain. Judge Parker simply 
fatied to inspire the earnest, the genuinely demo- 
cratic elements of his own party with confidence. 
They did not feel that in voting for him they 
would be voting for democratic principles. And 
he did not attract republicans, who are tjred of 
the reign of special interests and are ready to 
come over to the democracy when the democracy 
has the courage to be democratic. His nomination 
was procured under circumstances which dis- 
credited it from the start. The ante-convention 
movement in Judge Parker’s behalf was led by 
men in whom the democratic masses had no 
faith. The democratic party has been routed be- 

cause It was afraid of the trusts. The democratic 
party is in a salutary state of mind today. It has 
had its fill of safe, sane, and conservative 
poltroonery and dishonesty, ite fill of Belmontism 
and Clevelandism. In the light of the past the 
future is to be read: “ In order to win, the demo- 
cratic party must be democratic.”’

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At the time this edition of [ns TRIBUNE 
goes to press only incomplete returns on 
the vote on the charter amendment have 
been received. These are not of an en- 
couraging character, but the advocates of 
the measure take hope from the fact the 
figures are so incomplete they cannot be 
taken as a fair indication of the real result. 

In Chicago 205 precincts gave 35,037 
votes for the amendment and 3,027 against 
it. This amounts to a fraction over 114 
to a precinct for the amendment, which, car- 
ried out through the 1,258 precincts of the 
city, would give around 218,216 for the meas- 
ure. This amounts only to a fair majority of 
the votes cast In the city, and were the deduc- 
tions correct it might mean the amendment 
had failed because of the failure of the voters 
to suitably mark their ballots. 

Returns on the charter amendment from 
outside of Chicago indicate the coun ry has 
kept its promise of supporting the measure. 
Twenty-two of the counties outside of Cook 
show a majority against the amendment of 
but 11,000, and it is not believed the total 
opposition to it will go ahea dof 40,000. 


‘Workers Active at Polls. 

"Don’t forget the little ballot and don't 
forget to vote ‘yes’ an the amendment.” 

That was the watchword of the polls yes- 
terday in Cook county. While the partisan 
workers scurried here and there. bringing 
voters and challenging voters and keeping 
tab on the opposition, a band of nonpartisan 
workers stood guard at the polling places and 
reminded republican and democrat and pro- 
hibitionist and socialist alike of the obliga- 
tion that lay upon them before they might 
say they had fulfilled their duty. 

For it was not enough that those who 
happened to remember the little ballot 
should vote yes on the amendment. The 
proposition to amend the constitution had 
to carry by a majority, not merely of those 
who happened to remember but by a ma- 
jority of all who voted at all in the whole 
state, including those who did not remem- 
ber. Not to remember the little ballot was 
equivalent to a vote against the amendment 
that means so much to Chicago. 

The campaign of education which has 
characterized the charter movement from 
the start ended only at the polls. At each 
voting place the charter worker sent out 
by the committee had a store of little bal- 
lots and a stack of circulars explaining the 
charter amendment in detail. Each voter 
as he approached the polling place was re- 
minded of the little ballot and asked if it 
needed any explanation. Almost invariably 
the answer was one of assurance that he 
would mark the proposition the way Chi- 
cago wanted it marked, and rarely was 
illumination of the subject by the 
voter. 
Both Parties Aid the Charter. 
also was a noticeable feature of the

Out in 
the Polish and Bohemian and Italian quarters 
of the west side the charter workers often 
needed the assistance of the regular partisan 
watchers, who could explain the amendment 
proposition in the foreign tongue. In hun-

took the sample little ballots and told their 
people to vote yes on the whole string of 
questions of public policy. 
At the headquarters of the charter commit- 
tee in the Woman's temple the day was a 
busy one until the polls had closed. The re- 
ports of the workers from all over the city 
were received there at stated times, and 
more workers were furnished to the precincts 
that called for assistance. 


Must Wait for Outside Returns. 

Down ‘the state the people voted for the 
charter as a distinct concession to Chicago 
which they had been urged to make. The 
fate of the amendment lay in these outside 
districts, where unconcern could kill it. Its 
adoption by Chicago was assured by the sup- 
port of all parties. 

Wherever the arguments of the Chicago 
supporters of the measure reached they made 
friends for the proposition and the canvass 
was as systematic as possible. If it had 
needed only a majority of votes cast on thé 
amendment itself there would be no question 
as to the result.

Hartford, Conn., Nov. 8.—[{Special. I- Re- 
turns of the Connecticut election indicate an 
unexpected increase of the republican ma- 
jorities for president, governor, and con- 
gressmen. Returns from 142 of the 168 towns, 
including New Haven and Hartford, give 
Roosevelt 85,773 and Parker 57,024, a repub- 
. lican majority of 28,749, a net gain of over 

8,000. 


If gains continue in the remaining towns, 
Roosevelt's majority will be over 80,000, 
against McKinley’s majority of 28,568 four 
yearsago. Henry Roberts, republican candi- 
date for governor, will run about 4,000 behind 
Roosevelt. 

The surprising feature of the election is 
that the larger cities of Connecticut, here- 
tofore democratic strongholds, have gone 
republican—New Haven by 2,576, Hartford 
by 1,414, Bridgeport by 1,000, New London 
by 500, and Norwich by 300. 

Secretary Thomas of the democratic state 
committee conceded the state to Roose- 
velt by 25,000 and that the republican candi- 
date for governor is elected by 15,000. Chair- 
man Jondy of the republican state committee 
claimed over 25,000 for Roosevelt and 20,000 
majority for governor, as well as all four 
congressmen, and heavy majorities in both 
houses of the legislature.

Newark, N. J., Nov. 8—New Jersey was 
carried by the republicans by a bigger ma- 
jority than even the most sanguine of the 
repu.iican predictions claimed.

Roosevelt’s Popularity Aids.

In the four years that now stretch before 
him Theodore Roosevelt has the opportuni- 
ty, of which he is more than apt to avail 
himeelf, to write his name high in the history

ROOSEVELT CARRIES NEW YORK. 

The democrats said they would carry New 
York.

NTIL last century the belief of prac- 
tieally all scientific men, as well as of 
less instructed people, was that spe- 
cles of plants and did not 

from age to age, and thet ex- 
isting species were exactly like their first 
progenitors when they came from the hand 
of the Creator. Lamarck, who published his 
“ Philosophie ZoGlogique in 1809; Von Baer, 
and, finally, the great Darwin took an eutire- 
ly different view. They argued that species 
vary incessantly in adapting themselves to 
changed conditions in their environment; 
that the best specimens of each species sur- 
vive and tranemit to their offspring the new 
organs which have made them victorious 
over their competitors in the struggie for 
life; that this incessant process of variation 
causes old species gradually to develop into 
new and widely different species and genera; 
and thas the new species, being usually de- 
veloped from the best specimens ot the old. 
generally rank higher than the old in the 
scale of morphology or intelligence, or both. 
The discoveries of modern geology strongly 
tend to confirm these eenclusions of modern 
biologists. Plant and animal life are now 
believed to have existed on the earth for 
hundreds of thousands of years. Many 
cles have come and gone during this long 
period, leaving not a trace behind. Many 
species are represented in the collections of

The geologist cannot find his way back in 
the record of the great stone book to the 
tty when Hfe began. The most ancient 
rocks, the Archean, have been so changed 
by heat, water, and re that all the 
fossils they may once have contained have 
been destroyed. The first evidences of life 
are found in the rocks which lie just below 
the Archean, and which formed in the Cam- 
brian and Silurian periods. Creatures akin to 
modern corals, crabs, and worms abound in 
the seas during these periods, and there are 
a few fishes, but there are no animale at all 
upon the numerous islands which thickly 
dot the places in the ocean where continents 
are to ar.se. In the next, or Devonian, age 
the fishes rapidly become numefous, strong 
jawed monsters, which almost sweep other 
forms of life from the seas. The lands are 
covered with low fern trees and the first air 
breathing animals, an insect similar to our 
dragon fly, appears. 1 
The beginning of the Carboniferous, or 
bearing, age marks another great chan 
the life of the world.

MASSACHUSETTS CHOOSES A DEM- 
OCRAT FOR GOVERNOR. 


Roosevelt Is Given Plurality of 100,000, 
Which Is Double Claims Made, but 
Douglas Is Elected in Gubernatorial 
Contest by 40,000—Many Canses for 
Present Ineumbent's Defeat—Es- 
tranges Labor Unions and G. A. R. 
Vote, Besides Stalwart Republicans.

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Roose- 
velt elected by 100,000 plurality; Bates, rep., 
defeated for governor by 40,000; the rest of 
the republican state ticket elected, and a 
gain of one republican congressman are the 
net results of the election n Massachusetts. 

Four years ago McKinley's plurality was 
41,689, and the republicans claimed not over 
50,000 this year Boston .gave Douglas, 
dem., for governor a plurality of 34,000, but 
Parker only 10,874 over Roosevelt. The 
democrats hold the Ninth, Tenth; and Elev- 
enth congressional districts, but lose the 
Third, which was carried by them the last 
three terms. 

The legislature will be republican by the 
usual majority on joint ballot. It will elect 
Henry Cabot Lodge and W. Murray Crane 
United States senators in January. 

Gov. Bates’ defeat is due to a combination 
of causes. His veto of the overtime bill for 
women and children resulted in the com- 
bined opposition of the labor unions, his 
veto of the bounty bill antagonized the G. 
A. R., his appointment of Judge W. H. H. 
mmons, a Sunday school superintendent, 
as police commissioner for Boston, and the 
intter’s unpopularity and antics on his lec- 
ture tours included hundreds of republicans. 

The recent action of the police in clubbing 
the students of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology after a torchlight parade re- 
acted on Gov. Bates, and many stalwart re- 
publicans were working and voting against 
him for this reason. 

W. L. Douglas, the shoe man of Brock- 
ton, is the first democrat elected governor 
since W. E. Russell in 1892. 

It is said Emmons may resign as police 
commissioner and Bates may run against 
Lodge for the United States senate. Neither 
report is contirmed. 


Douglas Issues Statement. 


Brockton, Mass., Nov. 8.—William L. Doug- 
las, democratic candidate for governor, has 
issued a statement In which he said: 

“That lam profoundly gratified at the re- 
sult of the balloting does not fully express my 
feelings. To be honored with the election of 
governor of Massachusetts on the democratic 
ticket in the presidential year is surely an 
earnest of the good will of my fellow-citizens 
of all parties. I also am much pleased with 
the vote in my own city. 

As governor I will endeavor to serve tHe 
interests of the whole people, and devote my 
energies to securing relief for our overbur- 
dened industries from the lawmakers dt 
Washington. I will do what I can to bring 
about a reduction in the cost of living for our 
people.” 

Regret Defeat of Bates. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—United States Sena- 
tor W. Murray Crane, when imterviewed on 
the eleation results tonight, sald: 

deeply deplore the tefeat of Gov. Bates. 
Ne has made an excellent governor, has been 
courageous and conscientious, and in all his 
public acts has done what he considered best 
for the people of the commonwealth. Ot 
course I am, in common with all republicans, 
much pleased at the election of President 
Roosevelt.” 

United States Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
said: “I am profoundly surprised and most 
deeply disappointed by the defeat of Gov. 
Bates. He is a brave, honest man. He has 
been a strong, able governor, and his admin- 
istration has been an honor to the common- 
wealth. He has acted up to his convictions 
and his defeat is a real misfortune, entirely 
unmerited and undeserved. The general re- 
sult is as I expected. I rejoice greatly in 
it. It is a splendid and signal vindication of 
President Roosevelt and the republican 
party.”

Some spectators say that Warford fired both 
shots.

They ordered Miller and Lebo, who had been 
appointed election constables, to move away

Questions Perry’s Hammond Trip. 


RUSSIA MAY BE AT HAGUE 


ROOSEVELT’S ATION FOR 
PEACE CONG RECEIVED. 


Believed That Czar Will Send Delegates 
to the Proposed Peace Conference, 
Provided It Is Net Held Until After 
the Termination ofthe War Now Be- 
ing Waged with Japan—No Offense 
‘Can Be Taken at the American In- 
itiative. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 8—Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff has received through Charge 
d' Affaires Eddy President Roosevelt's pro- 
posal for a second peace conference at The 
Hague to proceed with the work begun in 
1899, especially relating to the rights and 
duties of neutrals and other questions, like 
the bombardment of undefended coast towns, 
left undecided by the former conference. 

It is generally believed that Russia will 
accept the invitation if the conference is de- 
layed until after the present war is con- 
cluded. 

The note, it is understood, takes pains to 
avoid the appearance of desiring to wound 
the susceptibilities of Russia, the action of 
the United States having been prompted by 
the initiative of the St. Louls peace con- 
gress. 


No response has yet been made, but there 
is strong reason to believe that, although 
Russia cannot show offense at the proposi- 
tion form the United States at this time, in- 
asmuch as the United States was actually 
at war with Spain when Emperor Nicholas 
proposed the original conference, Russia will 
decline to participate so long as the war 


lasts. 

At the foreign,office the opinion has been 
that a conference after the war would be 
profitable, enabling the powers to agree upon 
many vexed problems, but that it is impos- 
sible for Russia to participate during the 
war in a conference whose tendencies will be 
to limit the activity of belligerents, and in 
which questions with a bearing upon the 
present struggle are sure to come up for dis- 
cussion. 

Turkey Receives Invitation. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 8.—The Ameri- 
can chargé d@’affaires today communicated 
to the porte President Roosevelt's invitation 
to the peace conference. An answer was 
promised shortly. 


WOMAN NIHILIST IS IMPENITENT 


Mary Figner Is Banished to Northern 
* Russia After Twenty Years’ Im- 
prisonment ina Fortress. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 8.—Mary Figner, 
who has been confined in the Schlusselburg 
fortress for twenty years, has been released 
and banished to Archangel, northern Russia. 
The woman was condemned to life imprison- 
ment for participating in nihilist conspira- 
cies. She waved her handkerchief as a sig- 
nal indivating the approach of Alexander II. 
when he was assassinated in 1881. Her 
brother, a singer, interceded in her behalf 
with Alexander III. and secured a commuta- 
tion of her sentence to twenty years’ im- 
prisonment. As the woman still avows 
nihilistic sentiments she now has been ban-

A significant fact in the cross examination 
was brought to light yesterday by Attorney 
Haynie R. Pearson, who is assisting the 
prosecution. 

“ Forrest carefully avoided any mention of 
the fact, testified to by Bock, that Perry took 
the 5 o’clock train * Hammond just before 
the fire,” said Attorney Pearson. Do you 
know what that means? Why did Perry go 
to Hammond? There were other ways to get 
to Chicago. 

“ Bock testified that Perry had told him he 
was to come to Chicago from Hammond on 
the first train. If that isso, Perry must have 
passed Hegewisch and ridden directly by his 
burning factory while the fire was in full 
blast. The Lake Shore train which he spoke 
of taking leaves Hammond at 6:42 and passes 
through Hege h about 8 o'clock. Did he 
stop the train? Did he come back to Hege- 
Wisch that night?“ 

According to Bock’s testimony Perry asked 
him several times as to the actual time of 
trains to Chicago and even suggested to him 
that he get a time table. Perry left Hege- 
wisch at 5 o' clock on an Erie train for Ham- 
mond, saying that he intended to catch the 
Lake Shore train from Hammond to Chicago. 


May Have Passed Burning Plant. 

The Lake Shore tracks are within fifty feet 
of the factory. At the time the train must 
have gone through Hegewisch the second fire 
in the display house had started and two 
buildings were in flames. 

This point will be taken up by the prosecu- 
tion. The first witness this morning will be 
Dr. Jacob Poehls, to whom Bock went for a 
headache powder after leaving Perry at the 
factory. The next witness probably will be 
Police Lieut. Crane. His testimony will be 
attacked by the defense, and it is probable 
that character witnesses will be brought in. 
Conspiracy and the use of threats in the ob- 
taining of evidence will be charged. Bald- 
win and Supt. Hunt will also take the stand. 


Points Sought from Baldwin.

That Perry bought the Pease plant, which went 
into bankruptcy on June 8, 1903, for $47,000, a sum 
less than the appraised value.

That appraisement papers were taken from Judge 
Kohlsaat’s court to hide these proceedings. 


More Light on Receivership. 

The property was sold to Perry by Special 
Master in Chancery Edward C. Kohlsaat. 
Henry L. Wilson and Edwin C. Day were 
appointed receivers by Judge Kohisaat. 
There were 200 creditors and all submitted 
claims. The National Bank of North Amer- 
ica submitted a claim of $19,116. on which 
it accepted $1,338 payment. Baldwin would 
not discuss the evidence he will give. 

A. K. Perry, brother of the defendant, was 
brought into the case on Monday by the tes- 
timony of Bock, who raid that on two days 
during the week before the fire, probably on .

| Remarkable Contest Which Resulted in the Over- 
whelming Victory of Theodore 
| _ Roosevelt for President. 


{BY RAYMOND.) . 
EYOND doubt, this has been the most 
curious campaign in the history of 
American politics since the republican 
party made its first appeal.to the 
American people nearly a half cen- 
tury ago. It is most of all singular because, 
for the first time since the war, a president 
has been elected and the usual campaign 
has been conducted practically with no in- 
terruption to ordinary business. 
It may be that it ts the beginning of 
newer and a better era in American politics 
and that in the future we may be able to 
choose our president every ‘four years de- 
cently and in order, without upsetting per- 
sonal business matters, and without allow- 
ing ‘political issues to dominate and over- 
shadow those of the church, the home, and 
the counting house. : 
New Elements Develop. 

From the outset of the campaign of 1904 
it has been evident that new and untried ele- 
ments were entering into the management of 
both of the political parties. The history 
of the campaign is an intensely tnterest« 
ing one, although, as may be noted, it has 
been peculiarly free from strife. Old tradi- 
tions have been destroyed and new prece- 
dents have been established. 7 

A campaign hes been conducted and a 
president elected without a single issue which 
could fairly claim to be in any way decisive 
of the result. Neither the tariff, the cur- 
rency, the trusts, the Philippines, or the 
Panama canal has at any one time absorbed 
the interest of the people. The platiorme of 
the two great political parties are not so 
ragically different, but that they might have 
been written by the seme people, although 
at different times. 

Each party seemed te be seeking for a mid- 
dle ground, and the campaign closed as it be- 
gan, without there being a single individual 
issue to which either candidate for the presſ- 
dency could confine his campaign, or even 
a single issue which stood out from the others 
at any time. 0 

— 
Old Style Methods Absent. 

There have been no campaign cries, none 
of the wild enthusiasm of battie, no great dis- 
cussions of public policy, no massmeetings 
interrupted by the questions of the opposi- 
tion, none of the ordinary evidences of a na- 
tional campaign in the United States. Across 
the border in Canada.they have had a cam- 
paign on which far outranks in stirring in- 
terest that which hes been conducted so 
quietly here in the big republic. 

Any one who stops to think will note the 
difference between the campaign just closed 
and those which have preceded it for a gener- 
ation or more. Who has seen any excited 
crowds on the street corners discussing poli- 
tice? Who has himself been involved in 
heated arguments on a suburban train? Who 
has quarreled with his brother-in-law re- 
garding the respective virtues of the two 
party platforms? What business has been 
seriously interfered with by the election of 
a president? Who could repeat offhand the 
principal points and their mode of treatment 
in elther of the two political platforms? 


System Is Being Changed. 

Three conventions in the republican ca 
and two in the democratic have passed with- 
out any bitter contests for the presidential 
nomination. McKinley was nominated in 
1896 practically before the convention met. 
He was honored by acclamation in Philadel- 
phia in 1900, and this year the selection of 
Roosevelt in Chicago was nothing more than 


vention of 1896 was spectacular in the ex- 
treme, but Bryan was nominated without 
sertous opposition four years later, and 
Parker won on the first ballot at St. Low 
last July. 

There seems to have been a tendency in 
both parties to get together on candidates 
and issues in advance of the conventions, and 
stuuents of political conditions assert that 
this is a significant change which will be 
permanent in American politics, and that 
hereafter candidates and platforms will be 
well understood in advance, and the national 
conventions will be only the formal rati- 
fication of a general consensus of opinion.

He wanted him appointed for the express 
purpose of establishing an ideal in Ameri- 
can politics. No one but Theodore Roosevelt 
would have started out on a presidential 
Gampaign with such a notion. 

‘Cortelyou has made good. He has con- 
ducted a clean, wholesome and 
it is absolutely true that President Roose- 
valt will begin his new term of office without 
being hampered with a single pledge, either 
expressed or implied.

Tattersall’s a Storm Center. 


The Seventh regiment armory, formerly 
known as Tattersall's, was the third audi- 
torium placed at the disposal of south side 
crowds by THE TRIBUNE. It took just thir- 
teen minutes for the big hall to receive its 
full seating capacity of 7,000 persons, and 
then there were over 8,000 persons who were 
unable to gain admittance. Some of them 
lingered throughout the evening for such. 
scraps of the bulletins as floated to them 
from out the hall, but most of the unfortu- 
nate ones came downtown and joined the 
crowd on the Tribune bullding corner. 

The exits of the building were guarded 
by members of the regiment under Capt.

THE PROPERTIES OF WATER. 


HE following is a of 

given by Dw E. B. Hut 

subject of water to the students of 

the summer school of domestic: arte 
and science. 

Chemically pure water does not exist in 
nature. From a hygienic point of view pure 
water is one which does not contain any for- 
eign matter which ts injurious to health. As 
it exists in nature, water contains a variety 
of substances due to contamination from 
the air or the soll over which it passes It 
is customary to divide water into rain water, 
spring, river, lake, and sea. These can be 
again divided according to the nature of the 
soll, the locality from which the water is 
collected, as sulphur and the different min- 
eral spring waters. The impurities found 
in water may be either gaseous or solid, 
‘organic or inorganic. The inorganic impuri- 
ties are the various Mme and mineral salts 
which make water too hard and therefore 
unfit for domestic use. When these salts 
are presem in.considerable amount they 
may cause certain diseases as goiter and 
disorders of the gastro-intestina) canal. 


The organic impurities in water are of two 
kinds—living and dead, vegetable and animal 
matter. By far the most important single 
constituent found in water from a sanitary 
point of view are those low forms of vegetable 
life known as bacteria. Bacteria, however, 
are not all harmful in their effects on man, 
consequently two varieties are referred 


to, 
(1) pathogenic or disease producing bacte- 


ria; O nonpathogenic or organisms which 
have a beneficial or negative effect on the 
human economy. 
The varieties of harmful organisms which 
are found contaminating water are the ty- 
phoid bacilli occupying the most important 
position, the cholera bacilli and the bacilli 
causing summer complaint so often found

Dilution rids water of a large 
amount of contaminated material and is the 
method relied upon largely to purify the wa- 
ter of the drainage canal. Of the artificial 
means ef 8 water many are in vogue 
8 which filtration is probably the one most 


yor supplying municipalities with pure 
water sand filtration beds are used where 

a large volume of water passes through a bed 
of sand, afterward being collected in reser- 
vyoirs and supplied to the city. This sand 
filtration” method is employed in many 
continental cities, as Berlin, Hamburg, 
Zurich. Londen, and in this country in Al- 
, Nyack, and Lawrence, 


The efficiency of mai filtration has been 
amply demonstrated in numerous epidemics 
on the continent. The percentage of bac- 
teria being removed by such method 2 
ing from 99 to 98% per cent. Household 
filters to be effective must remove all bac- 
teria and not be themselves a sourcd of con- 
tamination. Those most successfully em- 
ployed consist of a cylinder of baked, un- 
giazed porcelain, through which the water 

and 2 can be taken apart and 
thoroughly cleansed. 

Besides filtration, other methods of render- 
ing water fit for domestic use are boiling and 
distillation. Water should be boiled twenty 
minutes These latter methods render the 
water absolutely safe, but unpalatable. This 
objection can be overcome largely by freshly 
aerating the water before using. A simple 
way of doing this is to pour the water with 
considerable force several times from one 
receptacle to another.

“The amendment looked all right to me,” 
sald Ald: Werno. It provided for a small 
label to be marked with the weight of the 
loaf. If any dealers have been selling thir- 
teen ounce loaves for a pound they are vio- 


| lating the law and can be severely punished. 


I shall investigate. If the thirteen ounce 
loaves are properly marked there has been no 
evasion of the law, and the people can only 
get satisfaction by going where they can get 
the largest loaves for their money. 

It was explained to Ald. Werno that there 
was a combination among the dealers to 


gell only thirteen ounce loaves, and that they 


would not have been able to make it if the 
Joker amendment had not done away 


with the three inch square label provided for 


loaves weighing less than a pound. 


“ That size of a label is impractical,” was 


the answer, “ and insanitary. A good many 
persons object to any label on their bread.”’ 
Bakers say that with flour from $5.75 to 
$6 a barrel, they can’t make any money ona 
pound loaf of bread at ö cents. For consid- 
erably more than a year they have been 


trying without success to advance the price. 


Cutting down the size, they found, answered 
the same purpose, and this they proceeded to 
do as soon as the new ordinance made it 
possible, more than a week ago. 

H. H. Kohisaat & Co. and a few north side 
bakers still are selling pound loaves for 4 
cents, wholesale. All of the others are in 
the combination.
